Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1947. 

It  has  again  to  be  recorded  that,  throughout  the  year,  the  PubUc  Health  of  Swansea 
remained  satisfactory.  The  population  increased  by  3,350,  or  2.2%,  to  152,290,  a rate 
of  progress  which  has  since  been  maintained.  The  natural  increase  of  population,  namely, 
excess  of  live  births  over  deaths  was  1,384  and  represents  the  greatest  natural  increase 
since  1925.  It  was  due  to  the  large  number  of  births. 

The  number  of  births  3,350,  was  the  largest  since  1924,  and  the  birth  rate  at  22.0 
per  1,000  population,  the  highest  since  1916  (22.9),  with  the  exception  of  1920  (24.5) 
and  1921  (24.3) — the  years  of  demobilization  after  the  First  World  War. 

The  death  rate  of  12.9  per  1,000  population  showed  a slight  increase  on  that  of  the 
previous  year  (12.0). 

Diphtheria  notifications  dropped  from  14  in  1946  to  10  in  1947. 

There  were  again  no  deaths  from  diphtheria — a fact  which  bears  witness  to  the 
protection  afforded  by  immunisation.  Yet  of  the  2,915  children  born  in  1946,  only  1,100 
had  been  immunised  by  the  end  of  1947,  namely,  37.8%.  Why  parents  should  omit  to 
avail  themselves  of  such  a harmless  and  effective  means  of  protection  is  difficult  to  under- 
stand. Probably  those  that  do  so  omit,  have  never  seen  children  die  of  diphtheria  and 
been  parties  to  those  appalling  tragedies  that  used  to  be  so  common  in  our  Diphtheria 
Wards. 

Scarlet  Fever  increased  to  328  cases.  It  was,  however,  mild  in  type  and  there  were 
no  deaths. 

This  was  a year  of  measles  prevalence  such  as  is  to  be  expected  every  second  year. 

The  unprecedented  epidemic  of  Infantile  Paralysis  which  swept  the  country  in  1947 
did  not  leave  Swansea  unscathed.  The  Borough,  however,  escaped  lightly  with  31  cases 
and  2 deaths.  Those  cases  that  recovered  made,  with  few  exceptions,  excellent  recoveries 
with  little  or  no  residual  paralysis,  and  there  can  be  little  doubt  that  this  favourable  result 
was  largely  due  to  the  scheme  of  systematic  treatment  in  which  the  Fever  Hospital  and 
the  Orthopaedic  Service  work  in  partnership. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  beneficial  partnership  will  be  maintained  under  the  new 
Health  Service.

The  1947  epidemic  appears  to  have  been  milder  in  type  but  to  have  had  a still 
further  tendency  to  attack  the  older  age  groups. 


The  cases  in  both  epidemics  were  subject  to  the  same  scheme  of  treatment,  without 
which  the  consequences  would  undoubtedly  have  been  much  more  severe. 

In  connection  wdth  those  sections  of  the  Report  dealing  with  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  and  School  Dental  Service,  attention  has  been  directed  to  the  very  serious 
shortage  of  Dental  Surgeons. 
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In  1938,  we  had  a staff  of  eight  Dental  Surgeons  and  a competent  Dental  Scheme, 
but  the  calls  of  the  Services  reduced  this  number  to  4 and  we  still  had  during  1947  the 
equivalent  of  only  four  Dental  Officers. 

The  expected  result  of  the  shortage  of  dental  staff  has  been  an  increase  in  the  amount 
of  emergency  treatment  required  and  a consequent  deterioration  in  the  dental  condition 
of  the  children.  This  is  not  fully  revealed  by  the  number  of  “ Special  ” cases  in  the 
tables  as  many  of  the  “ Routine  ” cases  required  an  increasing  amount  of  emergency 
treatment. 

Certain  areas  of  the  town  had  to  be  deprived  of  routine  treatment  and  only  emergency 
cases  treated  in  those  areas. 

The  condition  of  om  once  fine  Dental  Service  is  but  one  example  of  many  that  could 
be  mentioned,  such  as  Byelaw  Revision,  Housing,  Slum  Clearance,  Water  Treatment, 
Child  Guidance,  Speech  Therapy,  Ambulances,  of  the  blighting  effect  of  war  which  is 
such  that  those  who  have  held  office  in  the  Public  Health  Service  during  the  past  decade 
may  be  pardoned  for  exhibiting  some  feeling  of  frustration. 

It  is  possible  that  war  may  have  been  an  important  factor  in  the  evolution  of  man 
and  of  human  society,  but,  if  so,  the  achievement  was  exceedingly  long-term  and  accom- 
phshed  by  means  scarcely  commendable  to  members  of  health  committees  or  to  medical 
officers  of  health,  to  whom  the  prospect  of  such  distant  and  doubtful  benefits  is  not 
likely  to  appeal. 

Despite  whatever  brilliant  visions  may  be  seen  by  those  who  peer  into  futurity,  as 
a public  health  administrator  I cannot  help  thinking  with  Burke  that  “ Perhaps  the  only 
moral  trust  with  any  certainty  in  our  hands  is  the  care  of  our  own  time.”

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

The  birth-rate  was  22-0  which  showed  an  increase  on  that  of  the  previous  year,  19-6. 
The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  20*5. 

The  general  death-rate,  12-9,  showed  an  increase  on  that  of  the  previous  year,  12-0. 
The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  12-0  and  that  for  the  126  great  towns,  13*0. 

The  Infant  death-rate,  44,  was  higher  than  that  for  England  and  Wales,  41,  but 
below  the  126  great  towns,  47. 

The  Maternal  Mortahty  Rate,  calculated  on  aU  bu'ths  (hving  and  stUl  births)  was 
1-45  as  compared  with  I'OO  for  the  last  year.

Maintenance  Allowances  and  Grants  to  Patients. — Memo  266/T. 

By  Memo  266/T.  the  Minister  of  Health  has  placed  the  responsibility  on  Local 
Authorities  of  making  provision  for  the  payment  of  maintenance  allowances  and  grants, 
under  certain  circumstances,  to  patients  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  for  whom 
treatment  will  mean  the  interruption  of  earnings  or  other  income. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  provision  relates  only  to  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and 
that  no  provision  has  been  made  by  the  Minister  for  assistance  to  cases  of  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis. 
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Allowances  apply  to  the  following  classes  of  persons  suffering  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis,  who  are  on  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  Register  ; — 

(1)  Cases  who  have  already  completed  approved  institutional  treatment,  who  are 
wholly  or  partly  incapacitated  from  work  up  to  a maximum  of  18  months. 

(2)  Cases  in  institutions  of  the  Association,  and  in  Approved  Hospitals,  including 
cases  of  suspected  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

(3)  Cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  on  the  Association’s  waiting  list  who  have  ceased 
remunerative  employment,  including  cases  in  non-approved  institutions,  if 
awaiting  transfer  to  Association  or  other  Approved  Institution. 

(4)  Exceptionally,  cases  whom  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  considers  are  carrying  out 
the  approved  equivalent  of  sanatorium  treatment  at  home  under  his  supervision.

Maternity  Accommodation. 

Stouthall  Maternity  Hospital. 


This  Hospital,  which  replaces  two  small  Maternity  Hospitals  destroyed  by  enemy 
action,  provides  accommodation  for  twenty-three  patients  and  facilities  for  major  surgical 
work.  It  is  a Training  School  for  Midwives.  For  admissions,  etc.,  see  table,  page  29. 

Fainvood  Maternity  Hospital. 

In  1943,  owing  to  the  demand  for  Maternity  Hospital  accommodation,  orthopaedic 
and  rheumatic  cases  from  Fairwood  Hospital  were  transferred  to  Hill  House  Hospital, 
and  the  beds  allocated  for  maternity  cases,  making  provision  for  seventeen  patients. 
For  admissions,  etc.,  see  table,  page  29. 

Tawe  Lodge. 

During  the  year,  the  maternity  accommodation  at  Tawe  Lodge  Public  Assistance 
Institution,  has  been  increased  to  five  lying-in  beds  with  an  additional  two  beds  reserved 
for  expectant  mothers  in  need  of  hospital  treatment.  If  the  need  arose,  more  beds  could 
be  provided  for  hospital  treatment. 

In  order  to  remove  any  stigma  which  people  might  attach  to  a birth  which  occurred 
at  a Public  Assistance  Institution,  the  maternity  ward  at  the  Institution  was  renamed 
Tawe  Maternity  Ward. 

As  a result  of  the  increased  accommodation  and  the  change  in  the  name  of  the  ward, 
the  number  of  admissions  for  the  year  increased  from  185  in  1946  to  271  in  the  year  under 
review.  For  admissions,  etc.,  see  table  page  29. 
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Morriston  Emergency  Hospital. 

A maternity  ward  was  opened  at  the  Morriston  Emergency  Hospital  on  the  17th 
May,  with  accommodation  for  18  patients.  Additional  beds  were  made  available  for 
expectant  mothers  in  need  of  hospital  treatment. 

This  provision  met  a very  definite  need  in  the  Borough  and  not  only  eased  the  strain 
on  our  domiciliary  midwifery  service,  but  ensured  more  and  better  facilities  for  operative 
and  difficult  cases. 

During  the  portion  of  the  year  since  the  accommodation  was  provided  248  maternity 
cases  were  admitted,  representing  for  a full  year  very  nearly  400  cases.  For  admission, 
etc.,  see  table,  page  29.

AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 

The  arrangements  under  which  the  service  functions  were  outhned  in  the  reports  of 
1945  and  1946. 

Although  there  were  no  Welsh  Board  of  Health  Ambulances  operating  from  the 
depot,  as  in  1946,  the  total  mileage  for  the  year  was  only  470  miles  less  than  that  for  the 
previous  year,  the  Corporation  mileage  having  increased  by  11,615  miles.  A considerable 
portion  of  this  increase  was  due  to  the  increased  number  of  admissions  of  maternity  cases 
to  hospitals.  However,  there  are  indications  that  the  populace  is  becoming  more  ambulance- 
minded  and  on  this  assumption,  it  would  appear  that  when  a free  ambulance  service  is 
introduced  under  the  provisions  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  there  will  be  a 
further  considerable  increase  in  the  mileage. 

Another  matter  which  will  have  to  receive  close  consideration  is  the  question  of  dead 
mileage.  By  this  I mean  the  return  journey  of  the  ambulance  to  the  depot  after  the 
completion  of  a call. 

This  could  be  easily  overcome  without  much  expense  by  the  introduction  of  a two- 
way  system  of  wireless  communication  between  the  central  depot  and  the  ambulances. 
There  would  then  be  contact  with  the  ambulances  at  all  times,  so  that  they  could  be  kept 
on  the  road  answering  calls,  without  having  to  return  to  the  depot  for  further  instructions. 
It  also  follows  that  fewer  ambulances  would  be  required  than  would  otherwise  be  needed, 
with  a resultant  saving  in  time,  labour,  petrol,  oil,  and  tyres. 

The  big  problem  which  had  to  be  faced  during  the  year  under  review  was  the  failure 
of  the  ambulances  to  stand  up  to  the  calls  of  the  service.  Mechanical  deficiencies,  both 
major  and  minor,  were  continuously  i^resenting  themselves,  but  this  was  only  to  be  expected 
as  the  vehicles  were  old  and  worn  out.  On  occasions  there  was  only  one  ambulance  available 
to  answer  the  calls,  and  it  was  just  a matter  of  luck  coupled  with  an  efficient  administration 
that  the  ambulance  service  did  not  break  down.  However,  arrangements  are  in  hand  for 
the  supply  of  four  new  ambulances  and  a new  depot.  Given  these  one  may  begin  to  look 
to  the  future  with  confidence.

7 samples  were  taken  and  submitted  to  the  Analyst  who  reported  that  all  were  of 
good  or  moderate  organic  purity.  Two  of  the  samples  showed  a strong  solvent  action  on 
new  lead. 

Bacteriological  Samples. 

One  hundred  and  nineteen  samples  were  taken,  of  which  one  hundred  were  satisfactory 
and  nineteen  unsatisfactory.  Of  the  nineteen  unsatisfactory  samples,  fifteen  were  of  raw 
water  prior  to  chlorination  and  four  after  chlorination.  Of  the  latter  one  was  taken  at  a 
point  a few  yards  from  the  chlorination  point  and  some  miles  from  the  nearest  point  of 
service,  one  was  from  a house  tap.  With  the  exception  of  the  first  sample,  all  four 
were  unsatisfactory  by  reason  of  raised  saprophytes  or  general  count.

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(a)  Town  and  Country  Planning  and  Reconstruction. 

In  July  of  the  year  under  review  the  Council  received  the  decision  of  the  Minister  of 
Town  and  Country  Planning  on  the  apphcation  made  in  the  previous  year  for  a Declaratory 
Order  to  deal  with  the  reconstruction  of  the  war-damaged  portion  of  the  main  town  area. 
A Declaratory  Order  was  granted  for  an  area  of  131-8  acres  (considerably  less  than  that 
originally  applied  for)  and  compulsory  purchase  powers  were  granted  in  respect  of  25-7 
acres  within  the  Declaratory  Area.  This  smaller  area,  consisting  almost  entirely  of  cleared 
sites,  will  form  the  first  stage  of  redevelopment. 

Modification  of  the  original  scheme,  necessitated  partly  by  the  national  economic 
crisis  and  partly  by  the  reduction  in  the  Declaratory  Area,  were  adopted  by  the  Council 
in  October,  and  detailed  plans  and  estimates  for  the  roadworks  within  the  Compulsory 
Purchase  Area  were  approved  by  Council  and  submitted  to  the  approi^riate  Government 
Departments  in  February,  1948. 

The  construction  by  the  Council  of  twenty  temporary  shops  for  rehabilitation  of 
“ blitzed  ” traders  was  commenced  in  August. 

The  year  marked  the  passing  of  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act,  1947,  under 
which  it  becomes  obligatory  to  prepai-e  outline  planning  proposals  for  the  whole  of  the 
Borough  Area  and  a commencement  has  been  made  on  the  preliminary  work  involved. 


(6)  Industrial  Development. 

Progress  has  been  maintained  during  the  year  on  the  development  of  the  Trading 
Estate  at  Fforestfach  with  the  construction  of  roads  and  installation  of  services  and 
construction  of  new  factory  buildings,  while  the  improvement  of  the  Ystrad  Road  neces- 
sitated by  this  development  has  been  commenced.  There  are  at  the  present  time  five 
factories  in  production,  with  two  nearing  completion,  and  a further  seven  factories  in  the 
course  of  erection. 

The  Estate  which  covers  some  220  acres  is  central  to  the  new  centres  of  population 
living  on  the  Corporation’s  Housing  Estates  at  Townhill,  Fforesthall,  Gendros,  and  Penlan, 
and  it  will  provide  employment  for  the  residents  of  these  estates  under  good  conditions 
in  modern  designed  factories. 


(c)  Housing. 

During  the  year  1947  good  progress  was  made  with  the  site  development  works 
(roads  and  sewers,  etc.)  upon  the  various  housing  sites  being  developed  under  the  Corpora- 
tion’s Housing  Programme  as  well  as  with  house  building  operations. 

As  a result  of  the  adoption  by  the  Council  of  the  system  of  prefabricated  house  con- 
struction made  possible  by  the  Government’s  scheme  under  the  national  housing  policy,  a 
great  number  of  houses  of  varying  types  were  constructed  and  completed  during  the  year 
making  a substantial  contribution  to  the  Council’s  current  programme  for  providing 
6,000  houses.  Building  schemes  for  2,452  houses  of  various  types  had  been  approved  to 
the  end  of  December,  1947.  A summary  of  house  building  progress  to  that  date  is  given 
below  : —

(e)  Public  Cleansing  : 

Collection  of  dry  house  refuse. 

The  arrangements  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  during  the  year  under 
review  are  largely  similar  to  those  in  the  preceding  year.  The  quantity  of  refuse  handled 
during  the  year  is  as  follows  : —

The  controlled  tips  are  situate  at  Cl3uie  Valley,  a site  adjoining  Port  Tennant  Bog, 
Morriston  Marsh,  and  Weig  Brickworks,  Fforestfach. 
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Pail  closets,  cesspools,  etc. 

Refuse  from  pail  and  earth  closets,  and  from  privies  and  cesspools,  is  collected  by 
horse-drawn  drums  at  night  time  and  deposited  on  special  tips  reserved  for  the  purpose 
in  various  parts  of  the  borough.  The  refuse  is  covered  with  dry  earth. 

The  closets  are  emptied  once  weekly,  and  the  total  number  dealt  with  during  the 
year  was  2,177. 

During  the  year  166  cesspools  were  emptied.  The  frequency  of  emptying  cesspools 
varied  from  once  to  forty-five  times  in  the  year,  representing  991  single  operations. 

Road  gullies. 

Foul  or  stagnant  water  and  accumulations  of  grit  and  debris  are  removed  from  road 
gullies  in  public  streets  at  frequencies  of  five  to  six  weeks.  After  emptying  and  cleansing  the 
gullies  are  resealed  with  the  necessary  quantity  of  clean  water.  The  operation  of  cleansing 
and  re-sealing  the  gullies  is  carried  out  by  a mechanically  operated  vehicle  properly 
equipped  for  this  duty.  The  number  of  road  gully  cleansing  operations  carried  out  during 
the  year  was  69,952.

RODENT  CONTROL. 


Dwelling  Houses  and  Business  Premises. 

The  scheme  operating  under  Circular  N.S.  12  which  had  been  in  force  from  July,  1946, 
was  due  to  cease  in  March  of  this  year,  but  permission  was  granted  by  the  Ministry  of 
Food  for  the  scheme  to  continue  until  the  end  of  June  so  that  the  work  could  be  completed 
satisfactorily. 

After  June  30th,  resort  had  to  be  made  to  the  methods  existing  previously  whereby 
charges  Avere  made  for  the  services  provided.  These  were  outlined  in  the  report  for  last 
year. 

In  last  year’s  report  mention  was  made  of  a survey  of  the  whole  Borough  to  satisfy 
a requirement  of  the  Ministry  of  Food  and  brief  details  were  given  of  the  number  of  houses 
inspected  up  to  December,  1946.  This  survey  continued  during  the  year  under  review 
and  was  completed  on  the  19th  April.  The  total  number  of  houses  recorded  for  the  whole 
survey  was  35,749. 

As  a result  of  the  survey  block  control  was  carried  out  in  connection  with  782  private 
dwelling  houses  and  135  business  premises.  The  number  of  rats  killed  according  to  the 
Ministry  of  Food  formula  was  13,096.  During  the  same  period  the  Borough  Engineer’s 
Department  co-operated  with  the  Health  Department  and  baited  1,006  manholes  in  the 
sewers.  This  resulted  in  an  estimated  kill  of  8,331  rats.

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Arrangements  for  Cleansing. — ^Verminous  cases  where  the  infestation  is  of  more  than 
slight  degree  are  referred  to  one  of  the  Cleansing  Stations.  The  method  of  cleansing 
louse  infested  hair  at  the  Centres  is  by  means  of  Ascabiol  with  subsequent  combing  followed 
by  washing  and  combing  at  home.  In  uncomplicated  cases,  one  application  of  Ascabiol 
is  usually  sufficient.  Cases  of  lesser  degree  of  infestation  are  given  lethane  oil  at  the 
Clinics  for  use  at  home  and  advised  as  to  methods. 

Absentees  are  followed  up  by  the  Health  Visitors.  All  heavily  infested  children 
are  excluded  from  school  until  they  are  clean. 


Orthopaedics. 

The  usual  weekly  clinics  were  held.  The  Consulting  Surgeon  held  an  Inspection 
Clinic  every  six  months. 

Seven  hundred  and  twenty-six  children  attended  for  treatment  during  the  year. 
Of  these,  283  attended  for  the  first  time.  The  following  table  shows  the  number  treated,

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MILK  AND  MEALS  STATISTICS. 

I am  indebted  to  the  Director  of  Education  for  the  following  report  on  milk  and  meals. 


1.  Milk. 

It  will  be  recalled  that  as  from  1st  September,  1946,  the  Ministry  of  Education 
indicated  that  pupils  in  maintained  Primary  and  Secondary  Schools  should  receive  free 
milk  daily.  In  view  of  the  supply  position,  however,  it  was  decided  to  maintain  the  daily 
quantity  available  for  each  pupil  at  J pint  ; this  quantity  was  increased  as  from  August, 
1947,  to  f pint  daily  in  the  case  of  pupils  in  attendance  at  Nursery  Schools. 

It  is  known  that  approximately  3,360,400  J pint  bottles  of  milk  were  supplied  free 
to  pupils  in  the  Authority’s  Primary  and  Secondary  Schools  estimated  to  number  21,076 
during  the  year  1947. 

In  a return  furnished  to  the  Ministry  of  Education  for  a day  in  October,  1947,  it  was 
stated  that  of  the  19,915  pupils  in  attendance  at  the  Authority’s  Primary  and  Secondary 
Schools  17,745  or  89- 1 per  cent,  were  in  receipt  of  free  milk,  i.e.,  ^ pint  bottle  daily. 


2.  Meals. 

The  School  Meals  Service  now  extends  to  all  the  Authority’s  Schools  except  Pentre- 
chwyth  Infants  and  Blackpill  Mixed  Schools.

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CHILD  GUIDANCE. 

Dr.  Spillane,  the  part-time  Psychiatrist,  reports  as  follows  : — 

In  March,  1947,  Mr.  Picton  Evans  was  appointed  Organiser  by  the  Education 
Committee  and  has  since  given  part-time  service  to  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic  as  Education 
Psychologist.  The  large  number  of  cases  that  he  has  seen  at  the  Clinic  has  paid  great 
tribute  to  the  value  of  his  services,  and  to  this  I would  like  to  add  my  own  expression  of 
gratitude  for  his  assistance  during  the  past  year.  The  view  that  Child  Guidance  work  is 
essentially  team  work  and  that  the  minimum  requirements  for  this  team  are 
1.  Psychiatrist  ; 2.  Education  Psychologist  ; and  3.  Psychiatric  Social  Worker,  has  been 
further  strengthened  as  a result  of  our  own  experience  during  the  year.  Although  we 
have  not  had  the  advantage  of  a fully  trained  Psychiatric  Social  Worker,  Nurse  Williams, 
Health  Visitor,  has  been  assisting  us,  as  a temjjorary  arrangement,  and  has  shown  herself 
to  be  admirably  suited  to  the  difficult  duties  of  Psychiatric  Social  Worker.  In  view  of  the 
great  shortage  of  trained  Psychiatric  Social  Workers,  the  employment  of  suitable  Health 
Visitors  in  this  way  can  be  highly  recommended. 


The  figures  quoted  below  indicate  that  there  has  been  a great  increase  of  work  in  the 
Clinic.  The  waiting  list  has  doubled  in  the  past  year  and  is  expanding  rapidly.  At  the 
present  moment,  the  only  limitation  placed  upon  the  work  is  the  amount  of  time  available 
to  the  Psychiatrist.  Experience  has  shown  that  there  is  sufficient  work  for  a full-time 
Psychiatrist  to  be  employed  by  the  Local  Authority.  An  indication  of  the  popularity  and 
the  usefullness  of  the  Clinic  may  be  obtained  from  the  fact  that  cases  have  been  referred 
from  such  widely  separated  areas  as  Newport,  Carmarthen,  and  Bridgend.

An  attempt  has  been  made  in  the  past  year  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  general 
public  the  problem  of  maladjustment  and  Mental  111  Health  in  childhood.  Lectures  have 
been  given  to  Probation  Officers,  Headmasters,  Doctors,  and  at  Community  Centres  to 
encourage  reorientation  of  the  lay  attitude  to  this  problem.  It  is  interesting  to  record  the 
marked  difference  in  the  attitude  of  parents  to  the  Clinic.  In  pre-war  days  it  was  common 
to  find  resistance  on  the  part  of  parents  when  they  were  informed  that  their  children  had 
been  recommended  for  treatment  at  a Child  Guidance  Clinic.  Nowadays,  it  is  common 
to  find  that  the  parents  themselves  have  taken  the  initiative  in  seeking  advice. 
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MENTAL  DEFICIENCY. 

Ascertainment  has  proceeded  on  the  lines  outlined  in  previous  reports,  and  provision 
has  remained  unchanged.
